3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for oiling roads. 


6. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Road Machine repair and maintenance. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for the 
improvement of Class V roads, and appropriate the sum of $617.78 
and the State will contribute $4,118.50.

Some gravel was put on the following roads: North Road 
from Webster Highway to Barry’s Corner, Flynn’s Hill, Colburn 
Road, East Road, Hadley Highway, Tobey Lane, Fish Road, Hill’s 
Woods Road, Walter Mazza’s Road, Kendall Road, Tommy May- 
nard Drive, Blood’s Road, Old Peterborough Road. 


All town roads were tractor mowed. 


Our brush cutting program was continued. Following are some 
of the roads on which brush was cut: North Road from Webster 
Highway to Barry’s Corner, Old Holt Road, Colburn Road, East 
Road, Old Peterborough Road, Webster Highway, Tommy May- 
nard Drive. 


The work on the Hadley Highway to New Ipswich was contin- 
ued. The cutting and most of the excavating was completed. A 5 
foot pipe arch was put in at Atter’s corner. About 2,000 yards of 
gravel was put on this road. Jt needs about 2,000 yards more. There 
is still the paving and some shoulder work left to be done. I would 
like to do this early in July. It will cost approximately $4,000’ to 
complete this work. 


Mansfield Road was finished and paved. We used $400 from 
the TRA fund to seal Hadley Highway and Mansfield Road. 


The following new culverts were put in: 120 foot culvert in 
back of the Town Garage, one on North Road, 120 foot culvert and 
catch basin was built on Old Peterborough Road.

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REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


In the year 1964 we had one car fire, one grass fire, two chim- 
ney fires, one house fire and a fire at the dump. The house fire was 
at Caswell’s and the house was saved by a bucket brigade and 
mutual aid. 


During the year your Fire Dep’t. received two calls for mutual 
aid assistance. We issued three calls for assistance, two of which put 
the called departments on a stand-by basis. 


The only new equipment purchased during the year was a PDO 
nozzle. (This is one of the better nozzles for low pressure pumping, 
both straight stream and fog.) Beyond that our entire appropria- 
tion went for fixed expenses and major repairs to the M35 (big tank 
truck). We feel that this truck is now in good condition. 


Early in December the stove in the fire station started giving 
trouble. In spite of the efforts of the plumbers the stove finally 
expired in a cloud of soot. There is now a hot air furnace in the fire 
station. 


There is a special article in the warrant for the fire station 
maintenance. This includes re-roofing the south side, remodeling 
the wiring system and paint for the outside. These things should be 
done this yéar. 


Fixed expenses and a major repair bill have already accounted 
for over seven hundred dollars of the 1965 budget. Beyound that we 
are budgeting for a new tire for the M35, a radio for the M35 and to. 
repair or replace the pump of the Chevrolet tank truck. Early in 
February we were given the chance to buy a good two-way radio for 
the sum.of one hundred dollars. In the interest of public safety and 
with the backing of the selectmen this radio was purchased.

Fire Engineers, Town of Temple 
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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 1963 in 
both length and severity. For the second successive year, we ex- 
perienced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten inches and the com- 
pounding of such drought conditions, together with the many days 
of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most hazard- 
ous years in the past half century. Although our fire season was 
three weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed 
only a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2,280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964. 
Early detection and rapid response kept many potential fire disasters 
from becoming reality. We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men 
in this community who responded and fought our fires so efficiently. 
Our state is now 86% wooded and its economy — both industrial 
and recreational — is greatly dependent on this forest resource. The 
responsibility for adequate fire protection of this great area — 
4,350,000 acres — is everyone's responsibility and prevention is one 
of our most effective tools. 

Prevention is good common sense. 

1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 

obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 

2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from 
young children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting 
matches and making outdoor fires. 

3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 

A major portion of our preventable fires this year are charge- 
able to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) children 
playing with matches; and (3) smokers. Let’s be mindful of the 
fact that all such fires endanger property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during the 
past fire season and with your continued cooperation we are confi- 
dent that we can improve our fire record in 1965.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the school board and citizens of Temple, I respectfully sub- 
mit my seventh annual report as your superintendent of schools. 


Staff and Instruction 


The Temple school opened this fall with one change in staff. 
Mrs. Mary Pelletier of Greenville, a graduate of Keene State College 
with nine years of teaching experience in New Ipswich and Green- 
ville, was hired to teach in the middle room, replacing Mr. John 
Letourneau. All other members of the staff continued in their po- 
sitions thereby maintaining continuity in the academic program of 
the school. 

The two areas of instruction, modern mathematics and reading, 
that have been receiving considerable emphasis in recent years con- 
tinue to be improved and strengthened in spite of staff changes. In 
the primary room particularly good success has been achieved due to 
realignment of classes requiring only the first and second grade in 
one room. 

Early in the year all school boards of the supervisory union 
heartily endorsed a program of physical fitness in keeping with the 
late President Kennedy’s recommended program. A workshop was 
held in Wilton for the information and instruction of all elementary 
teachers. Teachers of the school have been devoting fifteen minutes 
each day to continuous strenuous exercising for children and steps 
are being taken to have tests of physical fitness administered to each 
and every child. This exercising and testing program will be con- 
tinued throughout the year and during the years to come. In 
Temple much success in the physical fitness program has developed 
through the use of musical records which are played while the chil- 
dren are exercising. This combines physical fitness with rhythms, a 
very important feeling for children to develop. It is sincerely hoped 
that this fitness program will raise the fitness level of each and every 
individual child. Even in this short period of time considerable im- 
provement has been made. At the start of the program a good num- 
ber of the children could not go along with the record for the full 
fifteen minutes because of fatigue, but this endurance has slowly 
been developed. 


Building and Grounds 


Some expenditures are being made in the 1200 series to improve 
the building during the coming year. The supply room which was 
altered last year in order that it could be used as a teacher’s room 
requires further improvement in the form of the installation of a 
ceiling and electrical wall outlets. $150. has been budgeted for this 
- purpose. 
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In order to supplement the physical education program money 
has been provided for the installation of a horizontal ladder and a 
monkey rope in the playground. 


Organizations in town are to be complimented for making con- 
tribution of folding tables for the cafeteria area. Six such tables 
have been ordered, none of which are being provided at district ex- 
pense. The horse and platform type tables used presently in the 
cafeteria have served their purpose for many years but many of the 
table tops and the benches have twisted in the process of drying, 
making the eating process a rather precarious one. These new tables 
will bring about a considerable improvement. 


Sweepstakes 


This year will probably go down in New Hampshire educa- 
tion as the “year of the sweepstakes”. This was the first year that 
funds were made available through this lottery to the schools of New 
Hampshire.. The Temple school finally received $2,377.07 from this 
source. The best estimation at this time indicates that the Temple 
School District will receive $3,040. during the coming school year. 
One thing that has concerned the Board was how to best use this 
money and keep within the statutes and intent of the law, namely, 
to improve education. Some items within the budget reflect the 
feeling of the Board that this money should definitely bring an im- 
provement in the quality of education being provided for the Temple 
school children. In the 210 series, Teachers’ Salaries, $550. is pro- 
vided for an art supervisor to come in once a week and further de- 
velop creative artistic abilities of children. Considering the art 
efforts that have already been made in the school in the past through 
the efforts of the teachers, one can imagine that with expert super- 
vision, even more outstanding artistic capabilities will be developed. 


The School Board has also gone along with other towns in the 
area served by Appleton Academy in providing money for the hiring 
of a remedial reading teacher. This person would come into school 
on a part-time basis, corresponding to the amount of money being 
paid, and work with children who would have special problems in 
reading. In any classroom there are always youngsters who, in 
spite of the best efforts of teachers, require more time than can be 
made available to them in this vital area. This teacher would work 
with small groups of children who need this additional help. It is 
felt that this expenditure would certainly do much to improve read- 
ing ability in those children that are most in need. 
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Sweepstakes money has also been budgeted in order to purchase 
an opaque projector for the school. This piece of equipment makes 
it possible to project printed material or drawings of standard paper 
size onto a regular projecting screen. This machine has many uses 
for the alert teacher interested in presenting challenging and stimu- 
lating material. 


Finance 


There are two other items of marked change in the budget, one 
in teachers’ salaries.. Increases are being budgeted in order to try 
to keep Temple in step with increases that will take place in New 
Hampshire in the coming year. These increments are necessary if 
Temple is going to have a good chance of attracting and holding 
capable teachers. 


In the 1477.1 item, Tuitions, for the first time in several years 
there is a decrease in tuition payments to be made to secondary 
schools. The reduction here is approximately $2,000. and is brought 
about by a reduction in the number of pupils attending high school. 
Thirty-three are expected to be attending high school in 1965-’66 
whereas this year forty-one have been in attendance. The tuition 
rates at school have gone up sharply, Wilton is $460., Appleton 
Academy $547. and Peterborough $570. Appleton Academy and 
Peterborough’s costs are well above the State Average of $489. 
These excess amounts above the State Average for Appleton and 
Peterborough are being budgeted, on the basis of action taken at the 
last school district meeting which gave approval to expending 
monies above the State Average for children attending Peterbor- 
ough. It is felt that willingness by the district to pay above tuition 
costs to one school should be fairly extended to any high school 
Temple children might attend. 


On the income side of the ledger a balance of $1,700, is being 
anticipated as of June 30th. About $600. of this money has been 
identified as “excess sweepstakes money”. This excess was the 
amount received by Temple above the estimate that was made by 
the Tax Commission last summer. This money combined with other 
income, Foundation Aid, estimated sweepstakes for the coming year 
results in a net income of the district of $11,740. This money, when 
applied against the total school appropriation of $49,280., $600. less 
than the present year’s budget, results in an assessment of $37,540. 
This assessment is approximately $3,300. less than that raised for 
the present school year. 
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Conclusion 


_ The Temple school is making excellent academic progress this 
year through the conscientious and diligent efforts of teachers. The 
numbers of children in each clasroom are comparatively low, even 
though the two upper rooms each have three grades, making satis- 
factory education possible. It is a pleasure for me to be associated 
and work with such hard working and dedicated teachers. The 
School Board has been extremely helpful, cooperative and under- 
standing in all matters and has worked diligently to provide the best 
education possible within the reaonable financial capabilities of the 
town. There have probably been fewer parental calls this year than 
any year in the near past indicating parental satisfaction and insight. 
In such a helpful, cooperative and understanding atmosphere de- 
veloped by teachers, school board and citizens, the position of super- 
intendent has been a pleasurable one. Thanks are extended to all 
concerned.
